Secretary of War Takes 


Charge of Investigation 


of Recklessness. 


Has No Desire to Set a Bad 


Precedent in Matter of 


Such Importance. 


WASHINGTON', Sept. 25.—Secre- 


tary of War Baker has taken per- 
sonal charge of the investigation as 
to the size of the bills incurred a" 
the Ohio mobilization camp. None of 
the bills will be paid until the secre- 
tary of war and the army general 
staff has given them the most thor- 
ough consideration. An officer of the 
general staff said today that Jn his 
opinion it will be ten days before 
any of the bills are paid, notwith- 
standing the telegrams that came in 
a shower from Columbus creditors 
who are pressing hard for a settle- 
ment of their claims. 


The fact that the bills have to run 


the gauntlet of the chief of staff and 
the secretary of war was a new de- 
velopment. It emphasizes the belie! 
•which is known to exist throughout 
the war department that the bills 
which aggregate $209,000 even in 
their reduced form, are beyond rea- 
son. 
On September 14 the quarter- 


master general's office gave credi 
to General Thomas K. Barry, 
de- 


partment commander, in the sum of 
$209,000 to settle the bills, but ow- 
ing to the size of the claims Secre 
tary of War Baker will exercise his 
power of review. 


Points in Question. 


Among the points which Secretary 


Baker will want cleared 
up are 


first, whether or not the governmen 
got its money's worth at Camp Wil 
lis, and, secondly whether or not tbj 
government is legally obligateh to 
pay-the mobilization bills, especially 
those incurred in the construction o 
roads, the installation of permanen 
gas fixtures, and the like. 


No situation like the present on 


has ever arisen before, and that i 
one reason why the high-up war de 
daptment officials Intend to procesd 
slowly and with care.

department there is no attempt t 
disguise an impression that the gov 
ernment is being "soaked" to a live- 
ly tune, as a result of obligations in 
curred by the state authorities.
